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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of species I, claims 1-2, 4-5, 11,14 and 17-18 in the 
reply filed on 2/12/2010 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there would be 
no serious burden on the examiner if examine all the species. This is not found persuasive 
because other species/embodiment require further search and/or reconsideration in other area. 
Claims 17-18 depend on non-elected claims 6-7. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 1 1 and 14 will be examined 
herewith. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(c) he has abandoned the invention. 

Claims 1, 4-5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
3724349 Al. 

DE 3724349 Al discloses a rotary transformer [figures 1-2] comprising: 

- at least one primary coil and at least one secondary coil [3,6], wherein the primary and 
secondary coils are each divided into at least two separate winding sections [figure 2], these 
winding section interengaging in the manner of a comb; 

- at least an air gap formed between the winding section; 
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- two core halves [2, 5] supporting the primary and secondary coils, wherein the core 
halves are designed to be essentially symmetrical and each core half comprises a base plate 
having an integrated formed outer ring and an integrally formed inner cylinder or an integrally 
formed inner ring. 

Regarding claim 11, DE 3724349 Al inherently discloses winding terminals for the 
secondary and primary coils [figure 2.] 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
3724349 Al inviewofEPO 0680060 Al. 

Regarding claim 2, DE 3724349 Al discloses the instant claimed invention except for the 
specific arrangement of the winding section relative to the axis of rotation. 

The specific winding section arrangement relative to axis of rotation would have been an 
obvious design consideration based on the intended applications/environments use. 

Regarding claim 14, DE 3724349 Al discloses the instant claimed invention except for a 
central hole in the core halves. 

EPO 0680060 Al discloses a rotary transformer using a pair of core halves having a 
central hole. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the core halves design of EPO 0680060 Al in DE 3724349 Al for the 
purpose of providing mounting option.
